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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that to modify Nakajima et al to 
include the wafer loading/unloading device of Kajiwara et al would render the modified polishing system inoperable, as Nakajima et al is 
based on carrying plates that hold a number of wafers, and the devices of Kajiwara et al carry single wafers. The examiner agrees that 
the carrying plates of Nakajima et al are designed to carry a plurality of wafers, but notes that there is no evidence, other than the design 
of the plates, that the overall device will not function if only one wafer is processed at a time. In other words, the polishing system does 
not depend on how many wafers are attached to the carrying plate . 
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
